The Taxpayers Association of Upland has taken formal action 
in requesting former superintendent Vern Orum to voluntarily with- 
draw from his contract, 

The action came after a Monday 
at Baldy View School, The forum 
sanctions proposals on the district, 

Ron Colby, treasurer of the TAU, presented the letter to the 
members in a specially held meeting held after the forum, asking 
that Orum consider withdrawing from his contract, The letter was 
approved unanimously by the group and a copy forwarded to Orum, 

rhe dispute is over Orum holding a $24,654 contract here and a 
$22,700 contract in the Barstow Unified District. 

Following is a copy of the letter: 

Open Letter to Vern Orum 

“‘We the Taxpayers Association of Upland, representing the local 
taxpayers and parents of children in the Upland Elementary School 
District ask you, Vern Orum, to resign from you contract of |b mploy- 
ment with the School Board, 

“‘Whether this contract is still valid upon your employment during 
the same period with the Barstow Unified School District, may be a 
matter for the courts to decide. 

““However it is up to you, Vern Orum, former school teacher and 
school superintendent, to decide if you want to take $24,654 from a 
financially troubled school’ district, which was rated as top notch 
when you took Over as school superintendent, but is now rated 13th 
out of 13 in San Bernardino County in some categories, 

““A School District that now faces state sanctions by the Teachers 
Association because they don’t have enough money for supplies for 
their children, 

“This money that you are taking from our district, in addition to 
your working income of $22,700 at Barstow, may make the difference 
in how well our children are educated,
